Concurrent  Receipt  of  Public  Assistance  Money  Payments 
and  Old-Age,  Survivors,  and  Disability  Insurance  Cash  Benefits 
by  Persons  Aged  65  or  Over,  19^-1970  and  February  1970 

In  February  1970  three-fifths  (60«4  percent)  of  the  people  who  received 
old-age  assistance  money  payments  under  State-Federal  public  assistance 
programs  also  received  cash  insurance  benefits  under  the  Federal  OASDHI 
program  in  that  month.  The  tables  comprising  this  release  provide  data 
on  the  concurrent  receipt  of  such  payments  for  the  Nation  for  specified 
years  and  for  the  States  for  February  1970. 

Table  1  provides  time  series  data  on  the  extent  to  which  recipients  of 
OAA  money  payments  in  the  United  States  also  received  cash  benefits 
under  OASDHI  in  specified  months  in  I9U8-I97O. 

Table  2  presents  time  series  data  on  the  average  levels  of  OAA  money 
payments  and  OASDHI  cash  benefits  to  OAA  recipient-beneficiaries  and 
nonbeneficiaries  in  the  United  States  for  specified  months  in  1951-1970. 

Table  3  provides  data  on  the  incidence  of  receipt  of  OASDHI  cash  benefits 
by  OAA  money  payment  recipients  in  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  Puerto  Rico  in  February  1970. 

Table  k  presents  data  by  State  on  the  number  of  aged  persons  receiving 
cash  benefit  payments  under  OASDHI,  OAA,  or  both  and  on  the  number  of 
such  persons  per  1,000  aged  population  in  February  1970.
